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“ In th^year 1875 I printed for private circulation a short history of the 
banking nouse of Messrs. Child & Co., entitled ‘Temple Bar ; or, Some Account 
of Ye Marygold,* and in the same year it was read as a paper before the 
London and Middlesex Archaeological Society, and was reprinted by them 
with lithographic illustrations. Since that time I have collected more 
materials, which have enabled me to correct some errors which had crept 
into the first account, and to make some important additions. One of the 
most interesting discoveries which 1 have been able to record is that the site 
occupied by the Bank was in the thirteenth century the site of a monastery 
of Carmelite Friars, sub-vaults and foundations of which were brought to 
light when the old house was demolished. I have thus been able to trace the 
ownership of the site from the year 1211 to the present day, a period covering 
661 years .”—The Author.

Sometimes also we have the open a like u ; and the d, the h, 
the b, and the 1 have clubbed tops. These peculiarities are most 
noticeable in the parts of the book which are in the hand of an elder 
scribe, whose forms of r and 8 are also worth regarding, as well as his 
occasional employment of uncials for capitals. It is he who makes 
most use of the re diphthong. There is little effort at distinction of 
words in the course of the text, except at the end of sentences.

From Lord Ashbnrnham’s collection. Of the 174 leaves of which 
the volume at present consists, the first four (a Table) are in a Mentz or 
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Cologne handwriting of about 1450; the fifth is blank ; the sixth, 
seventh and eighth are in the same fifteenth-century hand; ten others 
are blank vellum supplied in the fifteenth century; and the remaining 
156 are of the original codex written probably in the Rhineland 
between Mentz and Cologne towards the end of the ninth century by 
two or three different hands. The quires are 23 in number, generally 
in eights, the number being marked on the last page of each quire in 
Roman numerals. The contents are Matthew’s Gospel in Rustic 
capitals in successive clauses, the continuity of which is broken by the 
commentary written in a fine Caroline script, with clubbed tops to the 
letters b, d, 1, the letter g like a written 3, the letter a in various 
shapes, one of them being open like an italic «; and the diphthong te 
written in three forms according to fancy, as a?, ae , and the tailed e. 

The punctuation includes the point, the semicolon, the semicolon 
reversed, and a mark of interrogation. The Gospel proceeds as far as 
Mat. xv, 32, and there stops short. 

The enamelled border on the upper cover of the binding is 
probably of the eleventh century. It is in eight plaques along which 
runs a continuous fused ornamental pattern of blue, green, gold, and 
white. There are cornerpieces of filigreed metal on which are set 
crystals ; and there are four minor settings of coloured stones in 
filigree. In the sunk centre within the enamelled border, five medallions 
are painted on a red ground. On the medallions, upon a blue ground 
encircled with gold, there are painted the Paschal Lamb, and the 
symbols of the Evangelists. This is the work of the fifteenth century, 
and was done no doubt when the boards were covered with red velvet, 
and the metal ornamentation superposed. It was apparently not a new 
binding, but a reparation of the old one.

A grand book of the eleventh century, which was formerly in 
Libri’s hands and considered by him to be the work of Irish monks in 
the tenth century. His conjecture was based probably on the inter¬ 
laced patterns of the large initials, and perhaps also on the frequency 
with which the word et is written in the form of the numeral 7 ; but it 
cannot be sustained. The MS. appears to be North Italian work of the 
second half of the eleventh century, and was not improbably written at 
Bobbio. There are six verses at the end of the Origen (somewhat later 
than the book itself) w'hich indicate that a certain Leo Judex presented 
the volume to a house of monks soon after 1100. They begin thus— 
Yirtuturaque frutex, nimium sapiens Leo iudex | Hunc nobis librain 
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donavit maxime mi ram | . . Red is the dominant colour of the 
initials, bat the use of yellow is also a strong characteristic. The two 
pictures of St. Paul represent him as red-haired and red-bearded. In 
the second instance he is seen looking out from inside the ring formed 
by the letter Q. The tail of the Q is a salmon-shaped fish coloured 
red, bine and yellow. 

There is little definite distinction between the words of the text; 
one perceives it rather than sees it. There is no as diphthong preserved 
by the scribe. The writing is very regular and clear. There are no 
qu ire-signatures. 

The two works in the above volume were formerly followed by 
another of which the title appears in the second column of the last 
page.

Thievery valuable and important volume was formerly in the Abbey 
of Tongerloo, but probably drifted into the library of that house long 
after its compilation. It may have been transcribed and compiled for 
John Belet (an Englishman) at Amiens and retained by him so long 
as he lived. At least Nos. 1-8 of the above list formed a homogeneous 
whole. (The first five leaves are in a slightly later hand, and were 
added to make up for a loss of the original first four leaves of the MS.) 

Nos. 9-18 may have been annexed either by Beleth himself or by a 
later owner, but even in this division No. 17 indicates an English 
origin. 

Tanner claims Belet, Beleth, or Bylith as an Englishman, although 
most of the biographers seem to think that he was French.

Gregory’s death. It is also interesting and important as giving the 
name of an unrecorded scribe andthe exact date of his work. 

The illustrations are: 1. The Pope enthroned receiving the book 
from a kneeling monk, some standing figures and architectural orna¬ 
ment in the blue background. On the fame ground to the right of the 
figures the text begins in gold with GRE | GrI | US U | 1III | To the 
right is a long initial P with a large grotesque bird in its extension.— 

2. On a ground of hard burnished gold, a prince with shaven crown 
receives five standing figures, who come to complain that the people do 
not pay the tithes. The colours are red, brown, green, and light blue. 

—3. A scene within a basilica; a priest elevating the host at the altar, 
eight figures bowing behind him, four of them tonsured and four laics. 

—4. A Bishop celebrating a marriage; the groom (with two men 
behind him) putting the ring on the finger of the bride, behind whom 
are two maids.—5. A prisoner, with his hands tied, with an accuser on 
his right and a woman on his left, is brought before a seated bishop.— 

A good many grotesque figures of animals are found in the pen-and- 
ink decoration, chiefly blue and red, that borders each column of the 
text on every page.

The other 24 leaves are in a neat square upright 
charter-hand. The composition of the volume is in quires of eight: 

1-7,9-11 in eights; and 8 in three leaves—perfect. It was in 1834 
in the hands of Paulin Paris, a note by whom is pasted inside the 
cover.

The variations of the second recension begin on line 24, where 
the words “A book for King Richard’s sake ” were altered to “a book 
for England’s sake.” 

The rarity of Gower’s first issue of the Confessio may be estimated 
from the circumstance that the editor of the 1532 edition found only 
one MS. of it, as compared with several of the second issue.

Saint Edmund Pountney, mentioned above, was Edmund Rich, 
Archbishop of Canterbury in Henry Ill’s time, but he is not likely to 
have been the author of the sermon attributed to him. 

The MS. belonged, in Henry VII’s time, to someone w'ho has filled 
the blank page, 68, with an amusing letter to his parents, as follows:—

is batter to me then all ye worldley goodes I praye youe to send me 
a grote for to paye my quarterage C ” “ I pray you to send me a payer

At the end of the third and beginning of the fourth book, a blank 
space of two pages is left unwritten on, so that between the last stanza 
of <( Artaxerxes ” and the first stanza of “ Pausanias,” there is a gap 
of 144 stanzas indicating a defect in the original used by the scribe. 

The last page or two of the book contain matter which does not 
appear in all copies.

The Calendar, as usual, is crowded and full of errors. Its 
origin is North-west French, not Flemish. The border illustration is 
composed of gold patterns and bands with flcreated ornament on dark 
grounds of red or blue.

designs at the top. These symbolical designs are painted in camaieu 
d'or upon a light blue ground.

One of the most interesting and highly artistic “ Libri Amicorum ” 
that I have ever had in my possession. The forty-four pictures form 
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a most delightful study of costume and German life during the 18th 
century, and in delicacy and minuteness of execution remind one of 
the pictures of the Dutch School of the preceding century. For 
instance in the picture of a wool market, there is shown the market 
square surrounded by its tall houses; within the square is a bustling 
scene of active life, tho merchants and the labourers transacting their 
business, tho visitors, the pipers and dancers following their amuse¬ 
ments, the bales of wool and old fashioned carts giving a most lifelike 
scene of the manners of this period. And so throughout the book one 
finds amongst the pastoral, domestic, and emblematical pictures a mine 
of study combined with the highest excellence in art. Additional 
interest attaches to many of the pictures from the fact that they 
represent actual views of Breslau of the time.

Mr. Miller Christy’s work as editor of several volumes in the Hakluyt Society’s 
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series is well known. In the present important work (which is exceptionally readable 
for a geographical treatise of the kind), Mr. Christy describes and discusses in detail 
the Silver Medallion, bearing a Map of the World, which was struck about the year

This fine volume is the result of one of the most remarkable and interesting 
discoveries made in oar time. The single extant MS. formerly in the possession of 
the Dukes of Alva, and written during the closing years of the fifteenth century and 
the first decade or so of the sixteenth,—was found accidentally in 1870. It supplied at 
once a vacuum which no one could ever have expected to see filled. Indeed, we coaid 
only find a parallel to the value of its contents by imagining the discovery here in Eng¬ 
land of a volume written in Henry Vll’s time furnishing the words and music of 458 
contemporary popular Ballads.

Since the appearance of “ the Necropolis of Ancon ” by Reiss and Stubel, and of 
Tschudi’s “Historical and Linguistic Contributions to the Knowledge of Ancient 
Peruvian Culture/* science has been enriched by few works on Ancient Peru. In 
his “ Peruvian Antiquities,” Seler has placed before students a portion of the valuable 
collection in the Berlin Royal Mnseum of Ethnology, but only with illustrations 
on a small scale, and a catalogue of the objects. Other publications are more or less 
in the nature of articles and essays contributed irregularly to various scientific 
periodicals. They are often based merely on a knowledge of such finds as happened to 
be in the possession of the writer or in the museum most easily accessible to him. As 
everything must needs be explained, such specimens are too often apt to suggest 
fantastic theories to the author, who is easily led to draw wrong inferences through his 
eagerness to explain the inexplicable. Such mistaken views can be avoided only by 
a thorough study of all the materials still surviving from pre-Columbian times, and 
thus alone can we hope one day to succeed in rightly solving some of the many 
problems presented by the objects recovered from the Peruvian graves. For this 
reason the author has aimed in the present work at producing, with illustrations and 
descriptive text, the more remarkable objects in his collection. He hopes in this way to 
render them accessible even to those students who arc unable to make a prolonged stay 
in Berlin, where the Collection is on view in the Royal Museum of Ethnology, to which 
he has made it over. 

The Collection comprises 11,513 finds from pre-Columbian graves, and was 
brought together in Peru by the author, partly by purchase, and partly also by 
personal excavations. Amongst the purchases is particularly to be mentioned the 
collection of Mr. W. Gretzer who, during a residence of five-and-twenty years in Lima, 
paid special attention to everything unearthed from the burial places at that time.

£o far as the writer is aware, it has not hitherto been attempted to depict the 
Stuarts in one work. The author has brought together a succession of portraits, relics, 
medals, maps and views relating to the persons, the adventures, and the surroundings 
of the chief members of this family, the story of whese fortunes has all *• the perennial 
freshness of a fairy tale.” Many of these portraits and relics are now presented by 
the best methods of reproduction for the first time, and the whole series constitutes 
a pictorial history of the Stuarts from the days of Solway Moss to those of Culloden, 
in a comprehensive and attractive form.

“ It would be a poor compliment to Sir Walter Armstrong merely to say that his 
magnificent volume is the best account of Turner that has yet been given to the world. 

Many artists have been nnfortunate in their early biographers, and those who have 
excited controversy have commonly been fought over by critics possessed of more zeal 
than knowledge.

Bomb explanation is required as to why this work is now being printed after 
lying in manuscript for nearly 300 years. 

About eighteen months ago I was preparing a popular lecture on 
Shakespeare’s “Merchant of Venice,” and looked for contemporary accounts 
of Venice by English travellers. Among them, Fynes Moryson was 
recommended to me by Mr. E. Gordon Duff, the bibliographer. On reading 
the copy of the “ Itinerary,” in the Hylands Library, it seemed to me that 
Moryson had set down exactly those facts about the Venice, and indeed the 
Europe of Shakespeare’s time, which enable his readers to reconstruct the 
period for themselves as a living reality. He often seems to be intentionally 
bringing together the sociological details that have more interest for us who 
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MORYSON’S ITINERARY, continued:— 

live 300 years later than for the readers of his own day. The book has long 
been recognised as a quarry for the social historian. I was fortunately able 
to obtain from Quaritch a good copy of this fine 1617 folio, and became 
deeply interested in the book and its author. On referring to Mr. Sidney 
Lee’s life of Fynes Moryson in the Dictionary of National Biography, I found 
a reference to a MS. continuation in the library of Corpus Christi College, 
Oxford. I naturally wondered if this contained the chapters catalogued at 
the end of the table of contents under the heading “ The Rest of this worke 
not as yet fully finished treateth of the following heads,” for the titles of 
these chapters had excited my liveliest curiosity. 

Firstly. A series of chapters on the Commonwealth of Denmarke, Poland, 
Italy, with special reference to the “ Papale Dominion,” and the late power of 
the King of Spaine, Venice, Florence (with Lucca, Genoa, Urbino, and 
Mantua), Italy in general, the Turkish Empire, France (England, Scotland) 
and Ireland. The material of these chapters may be gathered by my giving 
one of the headings in full: “ Of the Commonwealth of Denmarke, under 
which title I contain© an historicall introduction, the King’s Pedegree and 
Court, the present statg of the things, the Tributes and Revenewes, the 
military power for Horse, Foot and Navy, the Courts of Justice, rare Lawes 
more specially those of Inheritance and Dowries and Contracts for Marriage 
the Capitoll or Criminall Judgements, and the diversity of degrees in Families 
and the Commonwealth.” 

Secondly . A series of chapters “ touching Religion about the different 
countries of Europe.” 

Thirdly . A number of chapters about the different peoples and their 
institutions of which the title of the first will explain the scope. It is as 
follows: “ Of the Germans’ nature, wit, manners, bodily gifts, Universities, 
Sciences, Arts, Language, Pompous Ceremonies specially at Marriages, 
Christenings and Funerals: of their customes, sports, exercises, and 
particularly hunting.” 

Lastly . A chapter entitled “ A generall, but briefe discourse of the Jewes, 
the Grecians and the Muscovites.” 

On visiting the library of C.C.C., Oxford, I found that the MS. No. 94, 
did really contain these precious missing chapters, though in a different order, 
and I arranged with a skilled copyist, Miss E. G. Parker, daughter of the 
well-known Bodleian official, to copy me a few ohapters. These proved to be 
extremely satisfactory, in fact quite as interesting as might be expected from 
the titles given above. I accordingly obtained through the Rev. C. Plummer, 
M.A, librarian of C.C.C., the formal permission of the President and 
Fellows to publish the work, and commissioned Miss Parker to copy out the 
whole of the MS. 

Mr. Sidney Lee, to whom I forwarded some of Miss Parker’s MS., took the 
greatest interest in the matter, and allows me to quote from one of his letters 
the following passage:—“ I certainly think the unpublished portions of 
Moryson’s ‘ Itinerary ’ ought to be rescued from the manuscript, and should be 
glad to hear that you are successful in accomplishing that feat.” My old 
friend and teacher, Dr. Ward, Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge University, and 
Master of Peterhouse—of which College Moryson was a Fellow—has obtained 
for me extracts from the College records about our author, which I shall 
reproduce in the introduction. After reading the portion of the MS. relating 
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MORYSON’S ITINERARY, oonHnued^ ' l i- 

to Germany afnd its Universities, Dr. Ward wrote to me as follows:—<< The 
MS. beyond all question worth publishing as a singularly faithful account 
of the manners and customs of German life, . especially jui cities and 
Universities—-founded not on hearsay but on close and accurate observation. 
The writer tobs one of those men who have a passion 4 for detail, but 5 his 
clearness of insight is as marked as his directness of style. It is certainly 
a vtfry good find.” ' > < i • ' « » 

j .. It is, .however, desirable to give some extracts from the MS. as specimens 

? f the author’s style, and my first selection is a passage giving a description of 
he Italian bravo of the period. \ 

“These Bravoes are a generation of swaggerours, abounding in Lombardy 
who daily weare some thirty ponndes weight of Iron to Arme their bodyes for 
defence, and are to be hyred for xnony to fyght with any man, and to doe any 
murther, yea st^nd upon their Creditts and honestyes (forsooth) in performing 
these wicked actions. ' Myselfe and some worthy gentlemen in England 
known it to be true, that one 'of them hyred to kill a gentleman in Genoa, 
tooke him alone in’ his Closett, where bidding him preparb to dye, and the 
gentleman understandings by whome * he was hyred to kill him, and for what 
xnony, gave him a farr greater price to kill him that hyred him, which he also 
tooke with promise to effect it, but the gentleman thinking thus to escape, h? 
answered that it lay upon his creditt to kill him, having received mony axj<| 
promised to doe it, but he might dye comforted, that his enemy should not 
long outlive him. So he killed him, and within fewe days his adversary also. 
Are not these mnrtherers honest men of their worde. These Bravoes are 
most subtile disputers in pointes of honour, and will cUtt an hay re in 
giving every man his due.” 

Next I may quote the description of a remarkable Englishman in Moryson’s 
vivid and fascinating account of the Turkish Empire:-— ' 

“Myself being at Constantinople, lodged in the house of Mr. Edward 
Barton, Ambassador for England, by his favour, having also my diett at bis 
table, and one of his Janizaries, allowed him by the Emperor, daily conducted 
and guarded me when I went abroad, of whome for his great worth, and my 
love towards him, I must add something to preserve his memory as much as 
I can. He was no more learned than the Grammar Schoole and his private 
studies in Tuvkye could make him, but he had good skill in languages* 
especially that of the Tnrkes. He was courteous and affable, of a* good 
stature, corpulent, faire complexion, and a free, cheareful countenance, which 
last made him acceptable to the Tnrkes, as likewise his person (for they love 
not a sadd countenance and much regard a comely person), but especially his 
skill in their language made him respected of them, so as I think no Christian 
ever had greater power with any Emperor of Turkye, or the officers of his 
State ana Coart, than he had in his tyme. When Amurath, father to 
Mahomett the Third, began the Hungarian Warr with the Emperor of 
Germany, he cast his Ambassador into prison with sixteen servants, and somC 
Barons and gentlemen of Germany (who at that tyme had the ill hap to be 
lodged in his house), and after many years, when the Emperor resolved to sett 
them at liberty, and the French Ambassador made great meaues, and gave 
large gifts to have the honor to send them back, the Emperor of his free will 
said he would give them to the Lutheran Elshi (so they call the English 
Ambassador), and this shortly after he performed, delivering all those 
prisoners to his hands, and Mr. Barton as freely sent them, into Germany. 
, . . But the truth is, that howsoever Mr. B&rtpn had strong parts of 

nature, and kpew well how to manage great Affaires in the Tories’ Court; 
yet he is coming yong to serve oar first Ambassador there, and being left to 
Succeed him, could not know the English Court, nor the best wayes there to 
make good his actions. Besides that, the English Merchants were ready to 
accuse rather than excuse his actions in Court, being displeased with him for 
meddling in State matters, whereby their goods in Turkey, might, nppon some 
ill accident, be confiscated; for, howsoever, he bore the name of the Queene’s 
Ambassador, yet he lay there only for matter of traffique, and had his 
stipend of some 1,500 Zechines by the yearn paid from the Marohante.”

The author's descriptions*-of England and Scotland are unfortunately 
“ remitted ” to a . treatise which, Moryson intended to write ^put .his oyn 
country, brit which he did riot live to'finish. ^There' is,: however, * pile 
delightful chapter in which Moryson seems tri revel in describing “ Merry 
England,” and the underlying “ burthen of his song ” is that his own country 
is the pleasantest and most agreeable in the world. From this chapter 
I quote the following extract:— 

“ All Cittyes, Townes and villages swarme with Companyes of Musicians 
and Fiddlers, which are Tare in other kingdomep. • The Gitty pf Londap alpne 
hath fotxre or fyvelCompanyes Qf players with their peculiar jheadersj»p&>le 
of many, thousands, wherein they all play every day in the weeke but Sunday, 
with most strang concourse of people, besydes many strange toyes and fauces 
exposed by signes to be seene in private houses to which and to many 
masterings and other frequent spectades the people flocke in great nombers, 
being naturally more newe-fangled than the Athenians to heare newes and 
gaze upon every toye—as there be in my opinion more playes in London then 
in all the partes of the world I have seene, so doe these players or Comedians 
excell all others in the worlde. . . . What sholl 1 say of playing at 

Cardes or dice frequently used by all sortes, rather as a trade than recreation 
for which all strangers much blame ns. As the English are by nature 
amorous, so doe they above all other nations assert and folio we the pleasant 
Study of Poetry, and therein have in good measure attayned excellency.” 

These extracts will give a taste of Moryson’s quality, and I have given no 
quotation from the long chapters on Germany and Ireland, about both which 
countries our author writes from a fullness of knowledge, the fruit of long 
residence. 

Unfortunately Moryson, the historical compiler, is a mqch inferibr person 
to Moryson, the social historian; he is laborious and widely read but" quite 
uncritical. Moreover his style, which is vivacious and masculine when he is 
writing from his own knowledge, often becomes flat and com mop place when he 
is working from other men's books. To have printed the whole of the MS. 
would have needed 1,200 printed pages, and would have weighted down the 
valuable cargo with useless ballast. Perhaps those who would have blamed 
me for printing'useless matter may now complain that the work ia incomplete. 
But a full reference will be given to the pages of the original MS. in all cases 
of omission, and few readers of the 600 printed pages will fail, I think, to get 
some new and vivid impressions of Shakespeare’s Europe. 

In printing this book, the aim will be to faithfully reproduce the author’s 
MS., only correcting obvious slips of the pen. In cases of doubt, as to whether 
there is a slip of the pen tor a blunder of frher author, the MS. will be 
followed. Nor will there be any expurgations. Moryson is” very plain-spoken, 
and in discussing social questions is sometimes more free in his language than 
is usual to-day in books intended for the general reader, and sometimes he 
himself apologises for using a coarse word. This book, now published nearly 
300 years after its due date, ‘will have the same varied spelling as “ The 
Itinerary ” published in 1617. Mr. Joseph Hall, M.A., who has edited 
“King Horn,” and “Lawrence Minot,” for the Clarendon Press, has most 
kindly offered to assist in reading the proofs and comparing with the original 
MS. This generous offer I have, of course, gratefully accepted. 

In the Introduction I hope to bring together everything that is known 
about Fynes Moryson, and to give some facsimiles of his handwriting, one of 
which I have already obtained from the British Museum.

RANGOON, 1901. 

Under the Burmese Government the sumptuary laws restricted the use 
of the art handicrafts to the Palace and the Monastery. The most 
beautiful specimens of Glass Mosaic are to be found in Lower Burma on 
the platforms of the Pagodas, chiefly on that of the Shwe Dagon Pagoda 
at Rangoon, where pious Buddhists have for centuries lavished their 
riches. 

Glass Mosaic is not an art indigenous to Burma, but was introduced 
from Siam after an invasion of that country by Naungdawpaya, son of 
Alaungpaya, and to this day some of the best masters of the craft are 
Shans, whose colour sense is more highly developed than that of the 
Burmans, and who have some of the instinct for the division of spaces 
which characterizes the Chinese. 

The plates represent some of the finest work of this kind in the 
Pagoda mentioned above, selected to show the different styles of 
ornamentation in which this craft is applied. 

The letterpress gives a description of the objects and a technical 
analysis of the work. 
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This work, which may bo considered the first of its kind yet published, treats 
exhaustively of the origin and development of Coats of Arms among Oriental 
peoples. 

E. T. Rogers Bey, in his contributions to the subject, established beyond 
doubt that coats of arms and armorial bearings were introduced into Europe 
by the Crusaders in imitation of the practice of the Eastern princes whom 
they had encountered on the field of battle. The question remained, 
Whence did these Eastern princes derive the idea of thus blazoning them¬ 
selves ? ” This is the question that Yacoub Artin Pasha, in a work displaying 
wide research and keen discernment, has attempted to solve. 

In addition to the chapters dealing with this interesting inquiry, the 
work contains a detailed study of the charges commonly found on oriental 
armorial bearings and of the tribal marks used in branding animals, called by 
the author by their Arabic name “ wesm.” 

The book is the work of a scholar deeply versed in the literature, the 
folk-lore, and the customs of the East, and all interested in the origin and 
development of heraldry will find in it a veritable mine of information. 

No book displaying such a profound and conscientious study of the subject 
has hitherto appeared. 
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Thi capabilities of glazed earthenware as a medium for architectural ornamen¬ 
tation naturally found ready recognition from a race so keenly sensitive to 
artistic impressions as the, Italians. Thus even at the dawn of the .Renaissance 
"movement they employed glazed discs or bowls (in mezza-maiolica) to. add 
passages of brilliant colour to the wall surfaces of their buildings. But it 
was not until the ceramic artiste had acquired facility in the manipulation of 
the harder stanniferous enamel—the true maiolica—that the new process was 
applied to floor tiles* Thenceforth the tile pavements were. numerous, and 
they formed an important factor in the general decorative scheme in many of 
the secular and ecclesiastical edifices of the period. The close connection of 
these tiles with the contemporary vasowork needs no insistence. They are 
two phases of the samo art, and since both were subject to similar influences 
and were probably fired in the samo furnaces, so each illustrates the design 
and the technical methods of the other.. Therefore a.critical examination of 
the art of the Italian maiolicanti would be incomplete did it not include 
a consideration of the XVtb century pavement tiles. . That they have been 
. treated in a rather cursory mauner by the historians of maiolica is probably 
due to the few remaining pavements being situated in ‘remote and widely 
distant localities^ which may also'account,for such notices of them as have 
appeared being seldom accompanied .with illustrations. In this particular the 
requirement of the student hai not been forgotten in the present volume, the/ 
author giving representations of typical specimens of the tiles composibg the 
pavements still existing, and thoso which once belonged to famous buildings 
rich in historic associations. Amongst the latter are sonie from the palace 
of the Vatican and from the papal apartments in the adjacent Castle of 
St. Angelo. These last have only recently been discovered in the course 
of the work now in progress at the mediaeval fortress. They include examples 
bearing the arms and impress, of popes who occasionally resided there, com¬ 
mencing with Pope Nicholas V, 
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The aim and intention of the present volume is the illus¬ 
tration of the earliest known examples of Italian Maiolica. It 
is only within the last few years, from discoveries mainly in 
excavations made in various places in Central and Northern 
Italy, that these primitive essays of the Italian potters have been 
brought to light. They may fairly be accepted to represent the 
art at its first introduction, the period whereof the historians of 
Maiolica have either passed over in discreet silence or have 
hazarded vague conjectures as to the nature of its productions. 
Hence they supply that long* sought page in the record of 
ceramic art which will help to solve many problems hitherto 
obscure; especially those relating to the progress of the 
technical procedure and the artistic influences shaping and 
directing Italian Maiolica at the commencement of its career. 
But apart from questions like these, the works themselves will 
always possess the supreme interest pertaining to every phase 
of the art of the early Italian Renaissance. 
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The examples portrayed illustrate specimens of the Ceramic 
Art of Persia, Egypt, and Syria—not that of the Far East, 
China and Japan. This pottery is of great rarity, the known 
examples being in a few National Museums, as the British 
Museum, South Kensington Museum, the Louvre, the Sevres 
Museum, and the Museum of the H6tel Cluny, and in a very 
limited number of private collections. They also include a few 
examples of the Spanish Moorish wares. The aim of the work 
is to give representations of the Eastern Vases, Bowls, &c., 
which influenced the early Italian Maiolica—mainly that of the 
XVth century. 
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The Author of these Contributions to the History of Florentine 
Art is the Director of the Institute Istorico dell’ Arte at Florence. 
The work contains essays on— 

I. Gh'iberti’s Door of the Cathedral. 

II. The Private Chapel of the Medici. 

III. Andrea del Castagno’s Fresco of the Holy Trinity in 

the Church, of l’Annunziata (discovered 1899). 

IV. The Family Picture of the Vespucci by Ghirlandajo, 

in the Church Ognissanti (discovered 1898). 
• Illustrated by 13 plates and 43_erigravings, and by a number 
qf pihfis justijicatives. 

The fourth of the Essays has, besides its importance for the 
History of Art, a special interest, proving that all the portraits 
of the discoverer Amerigo Vespucci are based on some head in 
Ghirlandajo’s picture, which, in fact, represents the portrait of 
his uncle. The typographical as well as the artistic get up of 
the work are splendid. 
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
